Then again it 
is costly ; parties must be brought here 
occasioning a loss of time and addi- 
tional expense, which some can ill 
afford to bear. Jurymen ate summon- 
ed and must be paid b}' tbe county 
and it may be that innocent men arc 
languishing in jail and will be com- 
pelled to stav there until the jail can 
be pioperly delivered and a fair trial 
given to those who are under prosecu- 
tion.

reduction of grades, have made possi- 
ble an annual saving of operating ex- 
penses, which presents a fair working 
Interest on the outlay for construction. 


Tlie new line, which extends from 


Lake Hopatcong on the east to the 
Delaware Water Oap through the Blue 
Ridge Mountains, is unquestionably 
the most expensive stretch of trunk 
line railroad in the world. It is car- 
ried boldly, at a piaotlcally level 
grade, through mountain and valley, 
and the construction is of an alwolutc- 
ly peimauent character. Where the 
engineer encountered ptojecting bluffs 
he carried his line at grade by blasting 
out deep thiough cuts, and when 
wide stretches of valley were to be 
crossed he did nol. as in the days of 
pioneer railroad building, din Into 
the valley by steep descents and climb 
out of It by equally heavy grades whci 
the. bills were again approached.

Roosevelt summoned to Oyster Bay 
after the ex-President's return from 
Africa and, while during his address 
at tbe men's meeting on Sunday he 
studiously avoided partisan political 
subjects, there was one moment when 
tbe flre of insurgency was fanned to 
a bluze and he momentarily waxed 
eloquent on tbe subject tuat is nearest 
his beait 


During a portion of bl« address the 


Senator referred to a pute democracy 
and, 
in explanation he said that 


wben he mentioned democracy he did 
not mean Democrats, nor Republicans, 
but the foimer in Its broadest concep- 
tion 
He said. 


"The people of this conn try are 
paying very little attention these days 
to tbe words Democrat and Republi- 
can and to political issues of either 
party brand, because tbey do not 
stand for anything any more than in 
many places. As has been said, tbe 
party struggle bos resolved itself into 
a struggle to get office. But when tba 
Issue appears as being between the 
great and Mnlste" powers that stand 
behind these parties, who never ap- 
peal, and tbe rights of tho people, 
you will find too often tbe Democrat 
and Republican joining bands to save 
Hi" big interests which back up the 
political machine 
And so tbe people 


are paying lees and less attention to 
party distinctions 
'Tbe great characteristic of tbe 
present time is tlie fact that tne peo- 
ple not only tbiougbout the United 
States, but those involved In a wider 
movement which is sweeping through- 
out tbe world, are awakening to the 
fact that they have in band their own 
destiny, to guide as tbey see fit. There 
are those who tell us that for many 
of us it were better to submit to rule. 
They say that one should not criticise 
established institutions, that we ought 
not $>y anything that would bring 
discredit on tbe courts, that we bave 
no right to interfere with great pri- 
vate business interests. 


"But 
wben these great interests 
come into touch with our government, 
not only in its legislative and execu- 
tive, but in its judicial functions, In 
that respect they are properly open to 
criticism, and tbe doctrine should b» 
generally conceded that If we must 
not talk about them there would be 
an absolute end of governing democ- 
racy in tbe country which accepted 
that dictum. 
"There may be certain features of 


business and of government that may 
be well left alone and there are others 
that are necessarily subject to criti- 
cism 
Your outlook and your oppor- 


tunity depend on your realization of 
your relation as a citizen and as an 
Individual to the community "

topic "Outlook and Opportunity." 
He spoke for an hour and was lis- 
tened to w ith the closest attention. 
In introducing tbe speaker Bev. 


Johnston stated that be had been 
trying for some time to get Senator 
Poindexter to Bristol and was under 
obligation to Congressman Uifenderfer 
for accomplishing the final result.
